RIVER BREAKS IN 
ON BELMONT TUBE 


Thirty Workers, Nearly Caught, 
Flee for Their Lives, 


TWO HAVE TO SWIM FOR IT 


All Out 240 Feet from the Shafte 


Accident Not Serious, It Is 
Declared. 


Thirty men at work in the Belmont 
tunnel, 120 feet under the East River, and 
about 230 feet from the Manhattan shaft, 
in Forty-second Street, narrowly escaped 
drowning yesterday morning when a 
piece of the river bed slipped into the 
; tunnel heading, permitting the water to 


| flow in and flood the completed section 
| of one of the tubes. This tunnel is now 
flooded between the heading and the air 
| locks, so that work on it had to be gus- 
| pended yesterday. 

| The engineers thought last night that 
| the water carried sufficient mud and clay 
fe the rock fissures to choke off the 
leak. If that theory is correct, it will be 
an easy matter to pump out the water 
and resume work after the leak has been 
plugged from the river side. At any rate, 
the tunnel workers said it was not a se- 
rious mafter. 

The men who narrowly escaped drowne 
| ing, however, ran to the air locks when 
| they heard the warning cry of their. foree 
| man. 
| All but two got Into the lower locks. 

The two who did not had to do some 
| floundering about in the water and swim- 
| ming before they reached the top alr 
| lock, known as the emergency lock. The 
| water continued to pour in until it marked 
}a point high up in the lock, and even 
| with the bull's-eye, or peek-hole glass of 
{the air lock. 

The cause of the accident\was due to 
the encountering of sand in rock fissurem 
; The sand was found on a rock shelf at @ 
| point where the engineers expected somee 
| oes of that sort. In fact they were 
; making preparations to fight the trouble 
| at the time the crash came, for they were 
engaged in building a bulkhead to stave 
off a cave In. 

It was’about 10:30 o'clock when the 
‘break came. Some men were carrying 
| planks, others were putting them in 
position, and a few were cleaning up. 
'The tunnel Hghts, always good signals 
{to tunnelers when trouble is near, flick 
;ered and grew dim, The men working 

in the compressed air knew this was a 

sign of air leaking ovt at the head of 

the shield. 

; Another sign of leakage came with the 
jadvent of fog in the tunnel. The men 
fhurried along thelr work and did all 
| they could to shut off the air leaks, when 
| suddenly sand began to roll in through 
| a rock crevice. It was running Nike water

‘when it forced out broken stone, leav- 
ing an ugly hole. For a minute or two 
;the compressed air held off further 
trouble. Eight men were at at work in 
the heading of the tunnel. They started 
Seeing them running, some one 
“ Danger!" Then a scramble 
to get Into the airlock, or big boiler-like 
affair, began, the men rushing pell mell 
toward the locks, dropping tools and 
timber and falling over each other in 
the general rush to get out of danger. 
Back at the tunnel heading two men 
were still dallying to see what could be 
done to keep the sand from leaking in. 
; One of the men was the Shield Inspector, 
who had gone to that part of the tunnel 
to investigate the first little leak. They 
ad been watching it for ten days. 

In fact, compressed air was introduced 
In the tunnel recently because the engt- 
neers feared they would encounter sand 
at this point. All along they had been 
tunneling through solid rock without the 
| ald of compressed air, as it was not found 
| necessary to use it until soft rock was 
encountered. This was about ten days 
ago. Since then the tunnel engineers 
} have gone along very carefully, watching 
the wall ahead of them as they pro- 
gressed after each rock blast.

Engineers Go Over the Ground. 


The engineering staff of the railroad 
are still seeking an explanation for the 
immediate cause of the derailment, but 
thus far have been unable to do so or are 
not ready to say to what the catastrophe 
is attributable. 

Railroad engineers, experts, and repre- 
sentatives of the Coroner and Board of 
Trade examined inch by inch the rails 
on which the disaster occurred, but ap- 
parently with no result. 

Consul Swalm reported to the American 
Embassy this evening that only two 
bodies were unclaimed; that all the in- 
jured were doing well; that six em- 
balmers had been employed; that the| 
Coroner’s identification of the bodies of 
the American victims was complete, and 
that everything was being well looked 
after by the authorities. 

The bodies of the dead were still in the 
waiting rooms of the railroad station | 
this morning, and embalmers were soon} 
set to work to prepare them. Frederick | 
H. Cossitt’s body was forwarded to Lon- 
Gon to-day on its way to New York.

MOURN FOR “HUMAN ENIGMA.” 


Victim of English Wreck Ran and 
Danced on His Hands. 


The boys and girls in the neighborhood 
of Morgan Avenue, Williamsburg, were 
mourning the death of Julius Keller yes- 
terday. “The Human Enigma,” as he 
was called, was a great favorite with his 
young friends and with the firemen of 
Engine Company No. 187 just acress the 
street from his house, at 46 Morgan Ave- 
Keller was one of those killed in the 
wreck in England Sunday. 

He had lived at the Morgan Avenue ad- 
dress for a long time. His wife keeps a 
little confectionery store there, and an 
unmarried sister lived with him also. He 
was 38 years old. 

His legs were paralyzed when he was 
quite young. He took to walking on his 
hands and doing with them not only 
what other people do with those mem- 
bers, but also what other people do with 
their feet. He did his tricks for fun at 
first. Then some one put him on the 
vaudeville stage. He had been on the 
stage for years, and was going to Eng- 
land to fill an engagement, as he told his 
firemen friends the Friday before he 
sailed. 

Keller spent a good deal of time in the 
firehouse when he was at home. It was 
one of his favorite stunts to race the 
firemen up the stairs and up the pole. 
He could beat them going un the pole; 
they could best him up the stairs. He 


was a proficient musician also, his favor- 
ite instrument being the zither. One of 
his tricks on the stage was to dance the 
buck. wing, and other negro dances on 
his hands, which were covered with 
gloves fitted with sandpaper. 

But is was with the boys and girls of the 
neighborhood that he was the greatest 
favorite. Coming to know them at his 
wife’s little candy store, he entered into 
al Itheir mild sports. Oo newcomer in 
the neighborhood was fully initiated until 
they had run a race with Keller. It was 
the rule that he should have half a block 
the start, as he had to run on his hands. 
Often he would come out the winner, 
whereupon his vanquished opponent 
would have to be content with the grade 
of a raw amateur, not to be classed with 
those who could beat Mr. Keller. 

“The Human Enigma” was not small 
and sickly looking by any means. The 
work of his arm and shoulder muscles 
having been doubled, they had increased 
enormously in sige. His body was big to 
start with.

THAW’S VALET IS DEAD; 
JEROME HAS HIS STORY

relationship with certain women were ab- 
solutely untrue. He insisted upon the 


truth of his statement that traps were 
laid for: White, baited with Fm sirls, 
but that such traps annoyed instead o.

‘It would then have 
en | een necessary for Thaw to get the 
police or the agents for the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children and 
break in the door. White could have had 
no defense. He would have been caught 
with the goods on. Instead of doing so 
the three detectives went off to bed and 
made their reports og ns f the next day. 
Thaw probably will know of this incident 
for the first time it in 
the papers. 

“It was Thaw’s intention all along to 
get such evidence against White as would 
show the architect up and either land him 
in jait or drive him out of the country.” 

Bergoff and Rorke were among the first 
witnesses examined by Assistant District 
Attorney Garvan. The other private de- 
tectives concerned in the case, who had 
been corraled by subpoena servers, were 
also heard. 

Mrs. Thaw reached the Tombs yesterday 
morning at 10:25 o’clock—five minutes be- 
fore the usual time for admitting callers. 
These five minutes she was compelled to 
spend in the waiting room, with a motley 
crowd of men and women. Presently War- 
den Flynn put in his appearance, and as 
soon as he saw her, walked over and 
shook hands. She told him that she felt 
better than she had for several days. 

“I belleve I will come at this time 
every day,’ she declared. ‘I find that 
I cen dodge those horrible crowds out- 
side easier.’’ 

Mrs. Thaw was taken into the matron's 
room and searched. Nothing contraband 
was fovnd about her. Indeed, with the 
exception of one of her earlier visits, 
when she was possessed of a box of can- 
died fruits which she thought would be a 
welcome addition to her husband's prison 
fare, there has been nothing to complain 
of in the matter of her observance of 
prison 2ules. 

The search over she was escorted to 
Thaw’s cell in Murderers’ Row. He had 
already been told of her presence in the 
jail and was eagerly awaiting her. They 
embraced through the iron bars of the 
cage as well as they might and kissed 
each other repeatedly. The visit lasted 
about an hour. From the prison she 
was driven to the office of her attorneys, 
where she remained for an hour. After 
she left it was announced that the re- 
port that she expected to become a 
mother soon was without foundation. 

Richard Mansfield White, brother of 
Stanford White, remained in seclusion 
at the White home, 121 East Twenty-first 
Street, yesterday. He did not visit the 
District Attorney with Lawyer Evarts, 
and denied himself to newspaper re- 
vorters who tried to see him. 

District Attorney Jerome expects to 
leave to-morrow for Lakeville, where he 
will remain for a week or so. Then he 
will start for the South, where he will 
spend the remainder of his vacation. 

After his lawyers had left him for the 
day Thaw enjoyed his first outdoor ex- 
ercise since he was imprisoned in the 
Tombs. About sory other prisoners were 
in the yard at the same time. They 
walked on the elliptic walk which follows 
the wall. The west side of the yard was 
shady and the east side sunny. 

Thaw had made but two laps when he 
announced that the sun was too much for 
him, and made tor a shady spot near 
the Leonard Street wall. After a rest 
he resumed his march and made a few 
more laps. Then he asked Deputy War- 
den Marley, who was in charge in the 
yard, if he might not go into the shade 
and stay there for the rest of the exer- 
cise time. Several others made a like re- 
quest. None was refused.

A DEFENSE LIKE THAW’S. 


Tighe Insane, He Says, When He 
Killed His Wife, Not Before or After. 


Before Recorder Goff in General Ses- 
sions was begun yesterday the trial of 
Martin Tighe, a clerk, formerly of 148 
West 108th Street, for a murder commit- 
ted five years ago. Tighe was arrested 
in June, 1901, for the murder of his wife, 
but was declared insane and sent to Mat- 
teawan without trial some six months 
after the murder was committed. He got 
his freedom from the Asylum for the 
Criminal Insane a couple of months ago 
under habeas corpus proceedings begun 
at his own instance. 

Assistant District Garvan, who is pros- 
ecuting Tighe, succeeded in picking a 
jury from a special panel at the session 
yesterday. The taking of testimony will 
begin to-day. Richard S, White of 53 
East Ninety-third Strect, President of a 
lumber concern, who occupies the sixth 
seat in the jury box, was accepted de- 
spite his declaration in answer to a ques- 
tion by Lewis Stuyvesant Chanler, 
Tighe's counsel, that he did not believe in 


a defense of insanity, when the insanity 
was coexistent with the very moment of 
the crime alone and did not exist before 
or after its commission. 

The killing of Mrs. Tighe occurred after 
a quarrel between the couple. The woman 
had the husband arrested for assault and 
afterward left him and went to live with 
her mother. She returned shortly after- 
ward to her old home to get some baby’s 
clothes. Tighe then asked her to return 
to live with him. She declined, there was 
a quarrel, he cut her throat, stabbed her 
several times, and then fled, but was ar- 
rested some days afterward. Tighe’s 
father was a wealthy saloonkeeper with 
political pull,

NEW BATTLESHIP TESTED. 


The Nebraska Makes 18.95 Knots on 
Her Buliders’ Trial. 


SHATTLE, Washington, July 2—The 
battleship Nebraska on a builders’ trial 
to-day made 18.95 knots over the pre- 
scribed oourse off Point Beais.

Coroner Actitelli held a preliminary ex-

Everybody Indorsed.

PRESIDENT PEABODY ANGRY. 


Calls Accountants Careless or Ignor- 
ant—A Crisis Near.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—By direction 
of the President Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson to-day issued the following state- 
ment:

the percentage of disease is remarkably 
small, and the Federal Government is 
| steadily reducing, by approved scientific 
| methods, this small percentage. The in- 
spection of the animals before and at 
time of slaughter always has been thor- 
ough. It is true that the Department 
of Agriculture has heretofore lacked the 
power and the money to provide for 
an efficient supervision of sanitation and 
| the methods of preparation of canned 
= food products. 

“The legislation which has just be- 
come effective provides the Department 
of Agriculture with an adequate law and 
with ample money to carry it into ef- 
fect. Supervision and inspection will be 
extended from the pasture to the pack- 
age. The Federal stamp upon the can 
will be a guarantee, not only of the 
healthfulness of the animal, but 
that the product was prepared in sani- 
tary surroundings, and with the addi- 
ticn of no deleterious chemical or pre- | 
servative.

TO PREVENT LOCKJAW. 

Health Board WIIl Supply Free Tetan- 

us Antitoxin on the Fourth. 

In anticipation of the accidents likely to 
result from the celebration of the Fourth 
of July, the Board of Health is distrib- 
uting antitoxin and information in re- 
gard to its use in an attempt to prevent 
fatalities from lockjaw. 

The bulletin is in part as follows: 

Tetanus or lockjaw is caused by germs which 
exist either on the hands or possibly In the 
wads or earth used to make blank cartridges 
and firecrackers. When wounded by these there 
is very little danger of lockjaw if the wound 
is widely opened and promptly dressed. As a 

recaution, tetanus antitoxin should be admin- 
stered in all such cases. IOt does no harm 

and may prevent death from lockjaw. 
The twenty-three antitoxin inspectors of the 
Board of Health, who are on duty day and 


night, will administer antitoxin whenever re- 
quested. Such requests may be sent by tele- 
phone to any one of the five borough offices of 
the department. 

In case the family of the patient is unable to 
pay for the antitoxin, and a physician's certi- 
ficate to that effect {s submitted, it may be ob- 
tained free of charge. 

Tetanus antitoxin is injected in the same 
manner as antitoxin used in cases of diphtheria, 
- at least ten cubic centimeters should be 
given.

SOUTH AMERICA’S FEARS | 


| WASHINGTON, 


Seeks to Open Republics to Capi- 
tal from United States. 


BARRIER OF DISTRUST NOW 


The Spanish-American War, 
velt’s Talk, and the Panama Affalr 
Caused Unmixed Hatred of Us.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—It is difficult 
to overestimate the importance of Secre- 
tary Root’s coming visit to South Amer- 
ica. It may mean the opening of the Con- 
tinent to development by the northern 
part of the hemisphere. It is undertaken 
with the object of removing the hatred of 
us which at present closes South America 
to the United States as a place of invest- 
ment. 

The United States is detested in South 
Amerioa, and of late years this hatred has 
been intensified by fear. From the time 
of the South American wars of independ- 
enoe the United States has protected the 
Southern Continent from political aggres- 
sion, but commercially and socially 
South America’s relations have been with 
Europe. 

We are practically unknown 
America. We have no steamship connec- 
tion to speak of. Our trade does not com- 
pare with that of Europe. What citizens 
of the United States the Southern Con- 


tinent has had to judge us by have been | 


largely of the adventurer type. Language, 
customs, and ideals have been different, 
and have been barriers. 

A dislike of us which dates back many 
years was increased by fear when the 
Spanish-American war took place and the 
talk about ‘‘imperialism’’ spread over 
the world. It was doubtless much in- 
creased, too, by the Panama affair and 
subsequent talk by President Roosevelt 
and others, which was misunderstood. 
This increased hatred mixed with fear has 
tightened the bonds between South Amer- 
ica and Europe. It being to the interest 
of certain European countries to increase 
this feeling, nothing has been undone to 
give the South Americans as bad an im- 
pression of us as possible. At present the 
belief is widespread through South Amer- 
ica that the Northern republic covets ter- 
ritory there and that at any time we may 
swoop down upon them. 

South America is a vast and fertile con- 
tinent, as rich as possible, and tenanted 
by a people with little mechanical genius. 
It is in every way a complement to the 
United States. It is practically undevel- 
oped. What capital does go there for in- 
vestment is European. 

Secretary Blaine was twenty years 
ahead of the time, in the opinion of Sec- 
retary Root. At the time Blaine con- 
ceived his idea of the uses of South 
America to the United States this coun- 
try was still a debtor nation, borrowing 
money to develop its own resources and 
not able to develop those of cther na- 
tions.

He Defends Appropriations of 
$880,183,301 by Congress.

| EXTRAVAGANCE — LIVINGSTON 


| Domoeratte Expert Declares .Millions 
Are Recklessly Spent in Order 
to Keep Up Customs. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—Representative 
Tawney, Chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, has prepared a de- 
tailed statement concerning the appro- 
priations for the next fiscal year made 
by Congress during the session just 
closed, in which he asserts that the per 
capita cost of Government in the United 
States, including Federal and State, is 
less than that in any Buropean country. 

Mr. Tawney enters upon an analysis to 
show the various channels into which the 
total appropriation of $880,183,301 will be 
| diverted. He begins by deducting $139,- 
456,415 provided for the sinking fund, the 
Panama Canal, &c., showing that the real 
| appropriation for the conduct of the Gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year is $740,726,886. 
To meet this demand he estimates that 
| the total revenues (customs, integnal, and 
postal) will be $781,573,384. 

The total annual appropriations were 
$740,106,981; permanent appropriations, 
| $140,076,820, making a grand. total of 
| $880,183,301, or $60,000,000 in excess of 
last year. 

Of the various increases, $3,050,250 Is 
made on account of meat inspection, 
$1,420,588 on account of the army, $968,- 
046 to carry the new Consular law into 
effect, $1,734,970 on account of the navy; 
| $1,085,400 on account of pensions, and $10,- 
673,905 on account of the Post Office De- 
partment, of which $3,030,000 was for 
rural free delivery. Of the appropria- 
tions made, about $31,000,000 was unesti- 
mated for. Included in this list were the 
following: Ten million two hundred and 
| fifty thousand dollars carried in the State- 
| hood act, $1,000,000 for arming and equip- 
ping the militia, $2,500,000 on account of 
the earthquake and fire at San Francisco, 
$500,000 on account of the new quarantine 
law, and $10,321,600 on account of public 
buildings. 

“While the expenditures of our Gov- 
ernment are constantly increasing,” says 
Mr. Tawney, ‘‘end while the appropria- 
tions made therefor by Congress are in 
the aggregate very large, yet when we 
take into considefation the marvelous 
growth of the country, the extent to 
which the people demand that the Fed- 
eral Government shall perform services 
that should be paid by the States, none 
| but the unthinking or misguided who do 
|; not stop to consider the care with which 
the estimates for appropriations for the 
public service are scrutinized by the sev- 
eral committees having jurisdiction of ap- 
propriation bills can find any reason to 
criticlse appropriations made during this 
session of Congress." 

In a statement made for the Demo- 
cratic minority, Representative Livingston 
makes a comparison of the expenditures 
} provided for by this Congress, $880,183,301, 
with the expenditures of 1898, the first 
year of President McKinley's Administra- 
tion, when the figures were $528,735,078, a 
difference of $351,448,222. Commenting 
on this showing, he says: che 

“This growth in appropriations sustains 
the contention that the Republican Party 
stands for extravagance in public expend- 


itures in order to use that extravagance 
as ,a cloak for their more objectionable 
purpose of maintaining a high protective 
tariff to tavor the trust combinations of 
manufacturers of the country. 

‘A reduction of expenditures, they well 
; know, would compel a commensurate re- 
| duction in taxation, and to that extent a 

lowering of the Chinese wall of protection 
that now surrounds the great body of con- 
sumers, who constitute the larger portion 
of our population and compel tribute from 
them to the favored classes. 

“Much of this extravagance grows out 
of the practice prevailing with the present

THE PENNSYLVANIA ROAD 
STARTS GRAFT INQUIRY 


Preliminary Report Approved by 
the Directors. 


ITS SCOPE WILL BE WIDE 


Main Line and All Its Branches to be 
Investigated—Accountants Exam- 
ining Coal Contracts. 


The plan and scope of the investigation 
by the special committee appointed by 
the Board of Directors of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company on May 23 to 
look into the alleged discriminations by 
officials of the company in the distribu- 
tion of coal cars and their acceptance 
of gratuities from the coal companies in 
return, as revealed at the recent hear- 
ings before the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, was made publio yesterday. 
A preliminary report of the committee, 
submitted to the Board of Directors of 
the company at a special meeting held 
in Philadelphia yesterday, was unani- 
mously approved and adopted. 

“The committee will investigate every 
fact which is or may be brought to its 
attention,” the report says, ‘‘ affecting the 
performance by any officer or employe of 
his duty to the ‘company, or the perform- 
ance by the company of its duties to the 
public. The committee will report its con- 
clusions in every case to the President of 


the. company in the confident assurance | 


that no ownership or practice calculated 
in any way to affect the full and impar- 
tial discharge of the duties owed by the 
respective officers and employes to the 
company or by the company to the public 


will be condoned, and that every officer | 


or employe, who after full investigation 
has been or shall be found to have failed 


in the performance of his duty, will be |} 


properly dealt with.” 

The committee, it appears from the re- 
port, will not confine its work to a sift- 
ing of the allegations of wrongdoing and 
discrimination growing out of the disclos- 
ures at the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission hearings. It is announced that 
it has entered as well upon an inquiry 
into the practice in purchases of real es- 
tate, the letting of and supervision over 
contracts for construction, the purciiases 
of material and supplies, and the selec- 
tion, discipline, and fidelity of employes 
and officers generally. 

The investigation will cover not only the 
Pennsylvania Railroad proper, but will 
extend to all the lines controlled by. that 
corporation. Separate reports will be made 
to the boards of each of those Ines re- 
garding the facts brought to light by the 
investigation, as well as the conclusions 
and recommendations of the committee. 

Elaborate preparations have been made 
for the work of the committee. Its in- 
vestigations are already under way, and 
to facilitate and expedite them fifty ex- 
pert furnished by a New 
York concern have already been put to 
work looking into the reports on the 
movements of coal cars for the last six 
years. The committee has engaged as 
special counsel for the investigation Wwill- 
iam D. Guthrie of this’ city and Silas W. 
Pettit of Philadelphia. 

Even at this preliminary stage of their 
labors, the committee is led to make one 
recommendation of 
nature, namely, that officials and 
ployes of the company should be

from making any investments that might 
prejudice them in the performance of 
their duties to the company or affect the

That part of the report

‘“‘ Under the conditions of to-day, as they 
have been stated, it is essential that all 
officers and employes should be absolutely 
free to discharge their duties impartially. 
Applying this principle to the coal trade, 
as an illustration, the keen competition of 
to-day requires every officer and employe 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company to 
part with any investments which he has 
in the shares of any coal-producing com- 
pany, and also to part with any interest 
which he has in or with uwny firm or indi- 
vidual mining coal, on any of the lines of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad System; and 
every officer and employe should be re- 
quired to refrain from any investments 
whatsoever which may possibly prejudice 
or affect the interests of the company, of 
interfere with the company’s full dis- 
charge of its duty to the public. 

The report starts off by saying that of 
more than 800 operators of bituminous 
coal mines along the lines of the Penn- 
sylvania system, less than ten in all have 
testified before the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission that they believed themselves 
unfairly discriminated against, and that 
of fifty-one of more than 123,000 employes 
of the company that were examined be- 
fore the commission, only twenty-one 
were shown to have acquired interests in 
coal companies or properties alleged but 
not proved to have received undue and un- 
reasonable preference in the distribution 
of coal ears or in the construction of sid- 
ings. 

“Despite the public impression to the 
contrary, derived from the fragmentary 
publications of the evidence in the news- 
papers,’’ the report continues, “‘ the tes- 
timony of the witnesses examined be- 
fore the commission does not prove that 
there have been, in fact, any undue or 
unreasonable preferences, either in the 
distribution of coal cars or in the con- 
struction of sidings.’’ 

The committee declares that It has. al- 
ready demanded and received from every 
officer whose action could in any man- 
ner affect the distribution of ,,oal cars 
categorical statements describing the 
rules and methods, both past and pres- 
ent, governing the distribution of such 
cars, the reason for giving special orders 
where such orders have been given and 
all such explanations as in the Opinion 
of the officer questioned could be of any 
assistance to the committee in its work. 

It ic said, however, that until the rec- 
ords of the daily movements of cars have 
been tabulated, it would be impossible to 
know the distribution of cars actually 
made, and whether the distribution in- 
volved any departure from the rules gov- 
erning such distribution. 

“The fundamental difficulty in the 
question of coal car supply is that the 
shippers’ demands are not so constant 
during the year as to justify an invest- 
ment of capital in a sufficlent nttmber 
of cars to meet the possible maximum 
demand.”’ 

The committee declares 
therefore be a fair system 
distribution, but whatever 
tem, there will inevitably 
when the demand for cars will ex- 
ceed the supply, because of increased 
market prices, sometimes caused by 
weather, sometimes by strikes in other 
territories, or sometimes by suddenly 
increased industrial development. 

‘Under such conditions, priority must 
be given—first, to shippers who furnish 
coal to the company’s engines, and, next, 
to those whose fulfillment of contracts 
will keep other railroads in operation, 
orevent municipalities from being 

n darkness, or enable steamships to sail, 
&c. It is not to be assumed, without 
yroof, that any special order was issued 
9y any officer from any improper motive, 
On the contrary, the reasonable presump- 
tion is that every such order was issued 
only because of a_ sufficient business 
necessity.”’ : 

The committee declares that while in the 
early history of the company the great 
problem was the development of indus- 
trial enterprises in its territory and that 
therefore in a sense it was right that of- 
ficers and employes should have been en- 
couraged to invest their own money for 
such development, conditions had now 
changed so materially as to render such 
a course objectionable. 

The committee has sent to 2,501 em- 
ployes and officials of the Pennsylvania 
and subsidiary lines queries as to wheth- 
er they have held since Jan. 1, 1900, any 
stock not only in coal companies, but 
eoncerns having any relation whatever 
with the Pennsylvania. It is understood 
that answers have® been obtained from 
all but ninety-two of these employes and

CHICAGO, July 2.—John F. Faithorn 
and Fred A. Wann, former officials of 
the Chicago & Alton Railroad, * were 
placed on trial to-day in the United States 
District Court on the charge of granting 
jillegal rerates to the Schwarzschild & 
Sulzberger Packing Company of this 
city. 

A jury was made up in a short time, 
and the court was informed that the coun- 
sel in the case had agreed upon the facts

to the packers, and that only a small 
amount of evidence will be necessary un- 
der the remaining two counts concerning 
fares returned to employes of the packers. 

The indictments charge the defendants 
with granting a rebate of $1 on every 
car of meat shipped from the packers’ 
plant in Kansas City. The defendants 
assert that the money was paid for an- 
other ptrpose.

GIANTS BEATEN AGAIN. 


Who 
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Outplayed by the Brooklyns, 
Score Seven Runs to One, 


Even in their crippled condition a better dis- 
play was expected of the Giants than they gave 
yesterday against the Brooklyns, but the best 
they could do was to score one run early in 
the game, while seven of Donovan's men 
crossed the plate. The champions have rarely 
played so raggedly, although there were one 
or two notable exceptions, while Taylor was 
far from being in the form he has displayed 
this season. The Giants again showed a weak- 
ness at the bat, but Stricklett’s fine pitching 
was a handicap, while the Brooklyns fared even 
worse than the champions in their efforts to 
hit the ball safely.

The ‘“‘Iron Man’s"’ debut was a dismal one, 
for he was batted for a three-baser, gave a 
base on balls, and committed two errors, all of 
which resulted in two runs. 

The Brooklyns, on the other hand, never were 
soen to a better advantage on the Polo Grounds. 
With Stricklett’s superb pitching, supported by 
snappy and correct fielding, they outclassed 
the champions in almost every department of 
the game. They assumed a big lead in the 
first inning, when Tayler gave two men bases 
on balls, and with the aid of bad throws by 
Strang and Bowerman and but one safe hit 
three runs were tallied. Two more runs were 
added in the second inning on Bergen’s single, 
a steal of second, Maloney’s out, and Casey’s 
nice hit to centre field for three bases.

MAKING OUR HARBOR NAVIGABLE. 
It is all right for the Captains of 
greyhounds to reckon their passages 
from lightship to lightship, but what 
concerns passengers is the time from 
dock to dock. Thus last week the Lor- 
raine’s passengers got ashore before 
the Lucania’s, although the Lucania 
was first at the bar. But the Lucania 
is the bigger boat, and had to wait for 
the tide to rise before she could get 
into our harbor. On the way out it 
will be remembered the Lucania stuck 
her nose into the mud and lay for three 
hours before she could pass out. She 
tried to leave before the proper stage 
of the tide, and the wind took her a 
little to tke right of the channel—as a 
sailorman would not say.

Any landlubber who reads the adver- 
tisements of the sailings of ocean 
| steamers asks why they choose such 
| outlandish hours for starting. Why 
not start when they are good and ready, 
at the convenience of the companies 
and their passengers? The Lucania’s 
experiences show they have to wait 
for the tide, which waits or hurries for 
no man. And there are plenty of chan- 
nels where good-sized boats can hardly 
pass with safety, and cannot turn around 
for lack of steerage way. We are just- 
ly proud of our harbor. It is one of the 
world’s few where big boats can come 
right up to their piers without landing 
stage or lighterage. But the piers ure 
almost too costly to use commercially, 
and the channels are defective as above 
described. 

After New Year’s this may not be so. 
By that time Col. MARSHALL thinks Arn- 
brose Channel might be opened to lim- 
ited uss, for example, by steamships 
over thirty feet in depth, which need it 
most. It would obstruct the work upon 
it if the channel were opened prema- 
| turely to universal use, and self-denial 
| by some would be necessary to permit 
partial use of it by others. As the shal- 
llow craft could use other channels, 
which would be freed by the departure 
of the giants, it may be supposed that 
they would not grudge this anticipation 
of the common benefits. Nothing 
would be taken away from anybody, 
and no harm would be done if some 
were able to use the additional channel 
a little sooner than others. This im- 
provement is so near at hand that the 
Lighthouse bill contains provisions for 
lignts along Am rose Channel, and the 
Sundry Civil bill contains what it would 
be agreeable to think the last appro- 
priation for an improvement necessary 
to make our bay as useful as it is beau- 
tiful. While matters stand thus to-day 
it is actually humiliating to imagine 
| what the conditions may be when the 
Lusitania is but one of a fleet, and per- 
haps not the largest at that. 








A CURIOUS ROAD TO RUIN. 

Admitting that rebating must be 
stopped, how much will the railways 
suffer? We would prefer to ask how 
much will the railways profit? It will 
depend upon the good faith with which 
|} the law is administered. If all rebat- 
ing under whatever name is stopped, no 
railway can be prejudiced by loss of 
| business, and the railways’ treasuries 
jwee be benefited by the amount of re- 
|} bates previously paid to get business. 
|It is estimated by one railway official 
that his road’s receipts would be in- 
| creased by 15 per cent. Another offi-

000,000 annually when the volume of 
traffic was about half the present. 
| Taking the smaller figure, it appears 
| that in the next decade about a billion 
| of dollars will be retained by the rail- 
| ways instead of being paid back to the 
| coal, iron, grain, salt, sugar, oil, provis- 
ion, and lumber magnates. Here 
‘again it is to be remarked that if any 
;one of them were to retain the privi- 
lege of bribery and unfair competition 
|the result might be harmful; but if all 
}are compelled to be honest toward 
|each other, the railways will compete 
| upon a higher level, without individual 
disadvantage. Prices of commodities 
may be raised, or rather must be raised. 
In other words, consumers must pay 
for having goods delivered at higher 
prices. That will be the price of re- 





form, which, like everything else, is 
appreciated in proportion to its cost. 

Then take another point, the prohi- 
bition of passes. It has been estimated 
that they aggregate 200,000 free tran- 
sits daily, say 70,000,000 annually. It 
is hard to put a money value upon that 
item, but it may be confidently asked, 
Are the railways going to suffer by be- 
ing relieved of that cost of getting busi- 
ness? It will not do to be too opti- 
mistic upon this head, for it must be re- 
membered that eighteen years ago it 
was made a misdemeanor to use a pass, 
but the individuals who passed that 
statute, the President who signed it, 
and most Congressmen and Presidents 
since then ignored the law. Unlike re- 
bates, the chief evils of passes are 
moral, In this respect the benefit will 
be something like universal, railways 
having no monopoly of the virtue which 
will be practiced perforce by those who 
have been accustomed to blackmail 
them more or less directly. Railways, 
however, will have a monopoly of the 
benefit resulting from relief from doing 
business for nothing. © 


LAWMAKERS AND LAWBREAKER. 

The schedule of Secretary Roor’s 
South American tour is announced con- 
currently with a declaration that in- 
creases the difficulty of accomplishing 
one of his chief objects. Venezuela, 
we are told authoritatively, is of a 
mind to abstain from participation in 
the conference of American nations at 
Rio de Janeiro. The reason assigned 
is peculiarly Venezuelan. President 
CASTRO’S organ announces that he is 
indisposed ‘“‘to serve as the instru- 
ment of the United States in the lat- 
ter’s sinister designs against the weak 
republics of South America.” 

It must be inferred that President 
Castro still prefers to pay Venezuelan 
detts at the cannon’s mouth, rather 
than as the result of procedure taking 
the place of litigation between nations. 
It is as though a man should prefer to 
take the risk of adjudication by a 
bully’s bludgeon rather than by legal 
process. Upon the Pan-American pro- 
gramme is an effort to adopt by agree- 
ment the principle that in national af- 
fairs no more than in personal affairs 
is force any substitute for right, and 
trat the right should be ascertained by 
orderly process. Nothing but reason 
is advanced in support of this proposi- 
tion, and whoever dissents from the 
principle is free tc condemn it. If this 
is a “sinister design,” then President 
CasTRO is entitled to the benefit of the 
discovery. 

Of course this is not the imposition 
of Monroeigm upon an unwilling con- 
tinent, for the simple reason that it.is 
not Monrocism. The United States will 
never surrender to any nation, nor to 
any conference, the interpretation or 
the enforcement of Monroeism. That 
doctrine is for the United States alone, 
and rests solely upon the force sustain- 
ing the right of the doctrine, whatever 
the doctrine may be. It is diferent 
with the sentiment against collecting 
individual debts by bombardment. That 
sentiment also is as yet merely a doc- 
trine, but there is no sanction in sup- 
port of It, except appeal to conscience. 
If adopted at Riv Janeiro it might be- 
éome international law by adoption at 
The Hague. If the proposal should pass 
two such tests it would be worthy to 
become international law, and Vene- 
zuela would especially profit. 
debtors would not be prejudiced, but 
national Shylocks would be hindered 
in the assertion of their claims by an 
increased difficulty in instigating ac- 
tion against alien debtors.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


With Vesuvius still in 
a state of activity that 
would be alarming if it 
Ottajano. were compared with 

the volcano’s usual 
state instead of its recent frenzied ex- 
citement, a dispatch from Naples de- 
scribes the gathering of a great crowd 
on the mountainside to assist at the 
laying of the cornerstone of the new 
village of Ottajano by the Duke and 
Duchess of AosTa and the local offi- 
cials. Just what it is to lay the corner- 
stone of a village the account does not 
say and we do not know, but presumably 
it is a formal beginning of building ope- 
rations on the site devastated a few 
weeks ago—the site that will always be 
menaced by the restless giant so near at 
hand. But there is nothing really sur- 
prising in this return of the panic-stricken 
people to the side of the mountain. They 
know in a general way that there may be 
a new eruption on any day in all the 
years to come, but they also know that 
the likelihood of its coming in any par- 
ticular day or year is extremely small, 
and the practical advantages of living 
just there are sufficiently large to make 
the dangers negligible. That is the way 
human affairs are conducted, and it would 
not become the inhabitants of any great 
city to condemn the recklessness that 
leads to the establishment of villages on 
and near Mount Vesuvius, for in every 
great city the daily risk to life and limb 
is probably larger than it will be in 
Ottajano. We all know what it is here in 
New York, where most of us make two 
rather long journeys a day by convey- 
ances where the traffic is heavy and 
swift,and big accidents are always pos- 
sible. But we are used to these dangers 
of the street and have forgotten them be- 
cause of the compensating benefits and 
profits of metropolitan life, while we are 
not accustomed to the neighborhood of! 
an active volcano, and wonder at the| 
nerves of people who can calmly tempt its} 
demonstrated rage. At the base of Mont 
Pelée, however, the lesson seems to have

to Children in Elementary Schools. This 
is a pretty terrible name, but the object 
is admirable and the need of doing some- 
thing of the nature of the task indicated 
by it has long been recognized by those 
who know most about the effects of eye- 
strain. It is somewhat curious, however, 
that systematic work in this direction 
should have started in England, where 
there has been a more than general ten- 
dency to deride theories of eyestrain re- 
flexes manifesting themselves in head- 
aches, nervous dyspepsia, and half. a hun- 
dred other ills, while in the United States 
there has long been a school of oculists 
and ophthalmologists who have claimed 
that in these maladies spectacles will 
often effect cures where medicine and 
even surgery are powerless. A writer in 
The Pall Mall Gazette, even while com- 
mending the work of the association with 
the long name and admitting the reality 
of some of these reflexes, takes oppor- 
tunity to voice the old view that they 
have been much exaggerated. ‘‘ This sub- 
ject of ‘ eyestrain,’ as it has been called,” 
he says, ‘“‘ has been much to the fore of 
late years, and, in America especially, has 
been exploited with great success by 
various types of not wholly disinterested 
persons. Enthusiasts have even written 
books in order to prove that various dis- 
tinguished persons of last century, such 
as CARLYLE, DARWIN, and SPENCER, all 
of whom suffered from nervous dyspepsia, 
were victims of eyestrain, and could have 
been transformed into robust optimists 
bythe use of glasses of suitable curva- 
ture. Thts sort of wild application of the 
doctrine, however, need not be taken seri- 
ously, and in the case of SpencmR, for 
instance, has been refuted by the 
observation that the process of being 
read to caused exactly the same 
Symptoms as that of reading.” The 
reference here is to the series of 
“ Biographical Clinics,""’ by Dr. GrorGcE 
M. GouLp of Philadelphia, who presents 
a vast array of facts that can hardly be 
brushed aside as lightly as this British 
critic thinks- with a remark about one of 
SPENODR's symptoms. The Briton, how- 
ever, admits a lot—for a Briton—and prob- 
ably he and the Americans whose disinter- 
estedness he so unkindly questions are not 
so far apart in essentials as he supposes. 
The eyestrain men make money out 
of their work, just as other specialists do, 
but even if the charge of exaggeration be 
true, there is a worse mental sin, which 
is the derial of demonstrated facts.

RUSSIAN ATROCITIES. 


Women of Georgia Appeal to the Wo- 
men of the World. 


The following appeal has been sent out 
from Tiflis signed by hundreds of Georgian 
ladies. It is addressed to the press of the 
world, and is prefaced with a few words by a 
Tiflis correspondent by way of describing the 
situation. Thus: ‘‘ The nation is disarmed, 
the papers, as soon as they publish the names 
of victims and the dates of brutalities com- 
mittéd by the Cossacks, are suppressed. Meet- 
ings may not be held; any attempts to help 
the suffering peasants in Guria ie forbidden. A 
committee of ladies of the highest aristocracy, 
which began to collect money for the victims, 
was stopped at once. The Duma may not re- 
ceive delegates, otherwise the Georgian women 
would have sent a delegation to St. Petersburg. 
As a last means they have decided to send an 
appeal to the women of England, France, Ger- 
many, and Belgium. Even here in Tiflis we 
a@re at the mercy of the police and Cossacks, 
who stop us in the street at any time to search 
one’s pocket and parcels. Under pretense of 
searching for arms they steal money and val- 
uables from innocent persons whose houses 

jew invade at night. 


THE APPEAL. 

‘“‘A disaster, terrible an¢t anprecedented in 
our history, has befallen our country. By the 
orders of the Russian Government the cen- 
tral and western provinces of Georgia have 
been invaded by Cossacks and soldiers. Four 
towns and 200 villages have been destroyed 
and burned; fields, gardens and vimeyards have 
been devastated; the cattle and household prop- 
erty of the peasants have been looted, The 
people, who were disarmed beforehand, sought 
shelter in the forests and mountains. Some 
escaped, but those who did not fell victims to 
the brutality of the Cossacks,, and were ill- 
treated, imprisoned, and shot. 

“* The fate of the women has been especially 
terrible; even girls of 11 or 12 years were not 
spared violation and outrage. Several of these 
children who were abused by Cossacks died of 
the treatment. Several of the women subjected 
to dishonor have gone mad. And all these 
wrongs and woes tave been inflicted merely 
because these women joined with their hus- 
bands. and brothers in welcoming with enthu- 
slasm a new era of peace and liberty. 

“Our complaints are stifled by our oppress- 
ors. We are forbidden to come to the help of 
eur humillated and suffering sisters. In our 
deep despair we address ourselves to you— 
women of free countries. We ask you to raise 
your voices in defense of the Georgian woman, 
humiliated and outraged in her honor and her 
womanhood. 

‘*Let your indignation compel the Russian 
Government to put an end to this oppression 
and the brptalities which dishonor civilization 
and are unknown even in barbaric countries. 

“The Russian Government will undoubtedly 
try to defend its Cossacks, and deny their san- 
guinary exploits, but we are ready to give 
crushing proofs of our accusations before an 
independent commission of inquiry.

HOSPITAL TRANSFER REFORM. 


The Aldermen Formally Prohibit the 
Sending of Dying Patients Away. 


After a long debate yesterday the Board 
of Aldermen, by a vote of 43 to 3, adopted 
the resolytion of Alderman Sullivan regu- 

jlating the admission of patients into the 
city hospitals. 

| This is the resolution drawn by Coroner 
Harburger, who declared some weeks ago 
that thousands of lives annually were 
sacrificed through the practice of trans- 
ferring patients from one hospital to an- 
other while they were critically ill. 

Under the resolution as passed, hospital 
officials must receive all patients brought 
to their doors, and may not transfer them 
except under stringent restrictions. The 
transfer system had been followed, it is 
alleged, by hospitals whose management 
was anxious to keep down the records of 
deaths.

SCHUMANN-HEINK 


First Grand Concert Held in the Eve- 
ning—15,000 Persons at Competi- 


tions in the Afternoon. 


Olympia Park, in Newark, was again 
filled yesterday by the members of the 
Saengerbund, who are holding their an- 
nual festival there this week. 
15,000 persons took the trip from this 
city, but they came for a different 
purpose than the bulk of the visitors of 
Sunday. They were genuinely interested 
in the music and the competitions between 
individual societies and city unions, and 
the side-show proprietors were compara- 
tively neglected. They bore the stifling 
heat of the hall without a murmur, and 
listened for hours to the choruses. That 
they were well repaid for their trouble 
goes without saying, and the standard 
reached by the societies. was uniformly 
high. 

It was easy enough to alleviate the heat

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| LIMITING BIG FORTUNES 
A DIFFICULT PROBLEM 


Prof. Crook Points Out Objections 
to Measures Proposed. 


ALLUDES TO THE THAW CASE 


Municipal Ownership Also Discussed 
Before the Association for Ad- 
vancement of Science. 


ITHACA, July 2.—Prof. James Walter 
Crook of Amherst College addressed to- 
day the economic section of the American 
4ssociation for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence on the limitation of great fortunes. 
Prof. Crook took issue with President 
Roosevelt. He pointed out the impossi- 
bility of individuals handling great for- 
| tunes, and then sought to show that the 
measures proposed to limit fortunes had 
grave objections. He said in part: 

‘Fortunes may be considered as swollea 
beyond healthy HMNmits which yield from 
$5,000,000 to $20,000,000 a year. Let us 
consider the possibilities of handling such 
incomes. The millionaire who feels that 
he must pass the bulk of his wealth to 
heirs has a task that has invited origi- 
nality in arrangement. A wealthy father 
puts his son‘s wealth in trust till his 
|; thirty-second birthday, allowing him the 
small sum of $2,500 a year. An indulgent 
mother raises his income to $80,000 a 
year. He is now a ruined man. 

“The three methods of relief sometimes 

proposed are—an arbitrary limit to the 
amount an individual may accumulate, 
progressive taxation of incomes, and pro- 
| gressive inheritance taxes. Where should 
}the limit be drawn? 
“The limitation is repressive, and is 
|meant to be so. It would put a premium 
}upon relative inefficiency and deprive so- 
jclety of the advantage of beneficial en- 
terprises. 

“A progressive tax on incomes high 
enough to accomplish the purpose aimed 
/at has the same disadvantages. 

“There is left the progressive tax on 
; inheritance. As a tax measure aiming at 
| revenue I approve of it. It is easily col- 
| lected. AS a measure to limit fortunes, 
| however, it seems to me more doubtful. 
;} To accomplish the purpose the rate must 
| be very high. A tax heavy enough would 
involve a problem of administration. Even 
so low a rate as 30 per cent. would mean 
{a tax of $15,000,000 for every estate of 
| $50,000,000, and there are now many 
| fortunes of that size. 

“There are said to be fifty men in 
|Pittsburg alone whose fortunes. exceed 
that amount, and in the case of some 
well-known fortunes the tex would 
amount to upward of $43,000,000. 

“The greatest objection is the en- 
couragement which the heavy taxation 
of the wealthy will give to extravagant 
|public expenditures. Our Federal finan- 
|}cial machinery is so organized and our 
sources of revenue are so arranged that 
it is well-nigh impossible to check ex- 
travagance. Greater financial responsi- 
bility is one of the first requirements of 
good government. It is a maxim of pub- 
lic finance that those who spend must 
be held to account by those who pay. By 
this plan the maxim is reversed, for by 
it those who pay are held to account by 
|those who spend.” 

The economic section also held a sym- 
posium on municipal ownership. 

H. T. Newcomb of Washington said 
that from the wage earners’ viewpoint the 
Government was not so good an employer 
as a privata individual or corporation. 

Allen R. Foote, Secretary of the Ohio 
State Board of Trade, contended that the 
most beneficent service a Government 
could render the people was to correctly 
regulate, not to own and operate, public 
service utilities. 

Charles Whiting Baker of New York 
City said that public opinion to-day [a- 
vored municipal ownership strongly, be- 
cause water, gas, and electricity are nat- 
urally monopolistic and because of the 
corruption which, he said, public service 
corporations engender.

EASTPORT, L. L, July 2.—Hundreds 
of Manhattan sportsmen were on the 
South Bay marshes at daybreak to-day 
for the legal opening of the snipe shooting 
season on Long Island. 

It is said that owing to the.strict en- 
forcement of the game laws the snipe are 
more numerous than hitherto, and some 
record bags will probably be made. 

A favorite retreat for the snipe shooters 
is the marsh ground skirting the South 
Beach, where next month, at the height 


of the season, there will be teeming flocks 
of aquatic birds.

Asks the Amerioan Federation for Sup- 
port—Prof. Warburg’s Views.

ELEVATED GRANT NOT SHOWN. 


Corporation Counsel Has Not Seen a 
Permit, for the Third Track. 


George F. Sterling, who is acting in the 
place of Corporation Counsel Delany while 
the latter is on a vacation in Europe, 
would like to see the clause giving the 
Interborough Company the right to build 
and operate a third elevated track on 
Third Avenue. An application for an in- 
junction against the third track is being 
drawn up. 

An official of the Interborough said on 
Saturday that the company’s attorneys, in 
looking over the charter of the Old Man- 
hattan Company, had found a clause 
which not only permits the Interborough, 
(which has leased the Manhattan,) but 
actually compels it, to lay and operate a 
third track. 

“They haven't shown me the clause 
yet,"’ said Mrs Sterling yesterday, “Of 
course they may—but they haven't yet.

CAN'T SUE PORTO RICO. 


Court Vacates the Service of a Sum- 
mons on Gov. Winthrop. 


Supreme Court Justice Giegerich grant- 
ed a motion yesterday to vacate the serv- 
ice of the summons on Gov. Beekman 
Winthrop of Porto Rico, in the suit 
brought by Frank H. Richmond, ex-As- 
sistant Attorney General of the island, 
and later Judge of the District Court at 
San Juan, in the endeavor to collect $500 
for legal services from the Government 
of Porto Rico. The summons was served 
on Gov. Winthrop in Wall Street, while 
he was returning from Washington to 
Porto Rico after appearing before a Con- 
gressional committee. 

The motion to vacate the service was 
based (the Porto Rican Government be- 
ing the app scant) on the ground that the 
New York State courts have no jurisdic- 
tion in Porto Rico. Justice Giegerich 
agrees with thie view, saying that while 
the island is possessed of limited and 
subordinate government, it possesses 
enough of sovereignty to exempt it from 
the jurisdiction of our courts. 

The suit grew out of the fact that while 
Mr. Richmond was an assistant to the 
Attorney General the latter, in 1901, re- 
quested him to take charge of some old 
cases. A voucher from the Auditor of 
Porto Rico showed that the services were 
worth $500, but no provisions were made 
to satisfy the claim, and a majority of 
the Committee of Finance of Porto Rico 
decided against its payment.
